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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The application has been amended as follows: 

Rejoin claims 5-7 with claims 3, 4, and 8-1 1 accoding to MPEP 809.02. 
Replace "claim 1" in claims 5-7 with— claim 3— in order to correct dependency of 
claims 5-7. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 3-1 1 are allowable in light of the applicant's amendments filed on September 24, 
2004. The closest prior art in the record are Vinayagamoorthy et al, (US Patent No. 5,912, 129, 
published on June 1 5, 1 999), Bujard et at., (US Patent No. 4,868, 111, published on September 
19, 1989), Piunno etal, (Anal. Chem., 67, 2635-2643, 1995), Liu etal, (Analytica Chimica 
Acat, 335, 239-243, 1996), and Konrad (US Patent No. 5,789,167, published on August 4, 1998). 
These prior art do not teach step (4) of claim 3. These prior art either alone or in combination 
with the other art in the record do not teach or reasonably suggest a method for analyzing a 
double stranded DNA present in an analyte, which comprises all of the limitations recited in 
claim 3 .
